the doings of the Society as to embody the contributions of individ- 
vals, and churches for ministerial education, though not paid into 
the Treasury. 

The Committee subsequently reported the following resolution, 
which was adopted : 

Resolved, That we deem it desirable, and therefore recommend, 
that all funds contributed to the aid of beneficiaries, whether intend- 
ed for particular individuals, or for general use, be transmitted 
through the Treasury of the Education Society, and accounted for 


by the Bourd. 
Voted, to amend the 2d article of the Constitution to read as fol- 


‘lows: 


Article 3.. The Society shall consist of such persons as pay into 
the Treasury one dollar or more annually ; also of delegates from 
churches and auxiliary Societies, which shall be entitled to repre- 
sentation at the annual meeting, as follows, viz: Every church and 


auxiliary society contributing to the funds of the Parent Society 


five dollars,annuallyy shall be entitled to send one delegate, and 
those contributing ten or moré dollars, two delegates, &c.

Religious Persecution in Ham- 

burgh. 

My Dean Sir,—! beg to forward you the 
following brief statement of the rise and prog- 
ress of the Baptist Church at Hamburgh, its 
present afflicted Gondition, and the labors and 
persecutions of its respected pastor, Mr. J. G. 
/Oncken, under whose ministrations it was 
first formed, and by whose diligent and 
faithful oversight it has prospered and in- 
creased, The stntement, | am sure, will in- 
terest your readers, excite the sympathy and 
prayers of all the disciples of Christ, and en. 
force on their minds the apostolic injunction 
* Remember them that are in bonds as bound 
with them, and them that suffer adversity, as 
being yourselves also in the body.” 

The Church in Hamburgh, which was 
formed in 1834, has now more than one hun- 
dred members, nearly ali of whom are Ger. 
mans: three are English. Mr, Oncken com- 
menced his labors in this city in 1623, as 
agent of the Continental Scclety ; ahd was 
in the habit of conducting religious meetings, 
visiting the people from house to house, dis- 
tributing tracts and the holy Scriptures, 
Among the fruits of these exertions, was that 
of exciting in the minds of several persons an 
interest in behalf of the moral and religious 
improvement of the rising generation. After 
encountering many difficulties and discour- 
agements a Sunday school was at last estab. 
lished, which for several years was under the 
zealous superintendence of Mr. Oncken. This 
important institution, in which several thou. 
sand children have been taught to read, and 
instructed in the sacred Scriptures, is stil in 
existence, as are also several other societies 
which grew out of it, having for their object 
the instruction and salvation of mankind. 

After laboring for several years in this 
school, and not without tokens of the divine 
approbation, circumstances arose that led Mr. 
Oncken to conclude that it was his duty t6 
dissolve his connexion with it. Not being a 
Lutheran, and having tw do in conducting its 
affairs with persons of that persuasion, feel. 
ings of an unpleasant nature were sometimes 
excited; and, fur the sake of peace, Mr. 
Oncken witidrew from an jostitution to which 
he was warmly attached, which he had orig- 
inated, and which under his oversight had ae- 
eomplished much good. But these were on- 
ly the beginning of troubles. We may be 
certain if we are busy for God, Satan will be 
(busy against us. So our friend found it, 

The rel:gious meetings were regarded by 
those in authority with extreme jealousy and 
‘suspicion, and the police interfered with a 
view of putting them down. But the Lord 
thad greatly blessed these meetings. His 
| pawer and grace had been strikingly mani. 
fested in the midst of them. Several persons 
}given to drunkenness and other viecs had 
| been induced to abandon their evil courses, 
‘and some were converted to Clirist. Under 
|these circumstances, Mr. Oncken felt he 
‘could not with a good conscience give them 
jup, and from the happy effects resulting fem 
‘his labors, his heart and hands were encour. 
laged and strengthened to go on, notwithstand- 
ling the difficulties were multiplying around 
ihim. ‘That it might not appear there was @ 
| wish to provoke opposition, and yet at the 
}same time to yield to the claims of duty, the 
meetings were conducted on a more limited 
scale, and at different places. The oppos- 
ition of the authoritics, however, did not 
abate ; but, true to the interests of the mas. 
ter they served, spies were sent to watch, 
and the police commissioned to hunt down, 
these followers of the Lamb, Mr. Oncken 
was summoned belore them, and in 1828, 
was condemned to fourteen days’ imprison. 
|ment. 

Against this decision an appeal was made, 
the result of which was the mitigation of the 
punishment to a fine of £2 12s. This was 
no trifling affair to one whose whole yearly 
‘income did not exceed £60. Mr. Oncken 
‘being from the Grand Duchy of Oldenburg, 
and not a citizen, would be liable to banish- 
ment from Hamburgh if found acting again 
contrary to the above prohibitions. ‘To ob- 
viate this he tried to obtain citizenship. Ia 
his capacity asa missionary, however, this 
; wasimpossible. It was, therefore, determin. 
'ed, with the consent of the committee of the 
| Coutinental Seciety in London, to open a re- 
ligious book shop, and try to obtain the privi. 
‘leges of a citizen as a bookseller. This at. 
‘tempt was crowned with success, and the 
'shop is open to the present day. In this year 
\Mr. Oncken came overto England, where 
/he married an English lady, the present com. 
ipanion of his labor and sufferings. On his 
‘return to Hamburgh, Mr. Oncken and his 
frends continued to be annoyed and harrass- 
_ed by the authorities. On one occasion, when 
about thirty persons were assembled in his 
| house for religious instruction, three police 
officers fo:ced themselves in, and took down 
the names of some of the persons present, 
/Mr. Oncken and two others were brought 
befure the police, and condemned by the 
Senate to a fine; Mr. Oncken, as the great. 
est sinner, of 25 dollars, (about £3 16s.,) and 
the other two persons 10 dollars each (about 
£115.) This demand, although paid by his 
two friends, was, strange to say, Never ex. 
acted from Mr,’Oncken : this however, might 
be owing to the fact that a change had taken 
place in the doctorship of the police.. The 
new director being a religious man, from this 
genticman there was nothing to be feared. 
it was in 1834 that a Baptist Chureh was 
formed, and Mr. Oncken was appointed its 
pastor. —Professor Sears, of Newton Theo- 
logical Institution, Boston, U. S., happened 
to be at Hamburgh during the time; and 
having previeusly baptized Mr. Oucken, as- 
sisted on this interesting occasion. The

Pe ood Catholics, ladependents, &e. Instead ofa favor- 


able answer, Mr. Oacken was denounced as a se- 
ducer and heretic, was strictly charged to hold 
no religious meeting, nor to discharge any of his 
ministerial functions, under pain of severest pen- 
alties. But, as the servants of the King of heav- 
‘\en, these disciples felt when the mandate of man 
ys opposed to the will of their divine Master, 
their solemn duty was, to obey God rather than 
man. Mr. Oncken, however did all in his power, 
as ar as religious principle would allow, to con. 
ciliate, and not to provoke. No person was ad- 
mitted to their worship, but by tickets ; at the ad- 
ministration of the Lord’s supper, none were ai. 
lowed to remain as spectators ; and when individ. 
uals were to be baptized, Mr. Oncken took (fre- 
quently attended with much trouble) a smail boat 
to one of the Hanoverian islands in the Elbe. 
But as their numbers increased, their afflictions 
increased also, especially asthe clergy of the Lu- 
theran Church sent ina petition to the Senate to 
suppress them. But still, asthe gentleman above 
alluded to was at the head of the police, who is 
favorable to religious toleration, littleor nothing 
was done ; at the close of last year, however, h's 
time expired ; dhother member of the Senate suc- 
ceeded to office, and from that time, their troub- 
les were renewed and multiplied. When the 
Senate found that their threats did not deter Mr. 
Oneken trom discharging bis duties as a servant 
_of Christ, their wicked designs were put into exe- 
ution. .
